Thank you for your interest in 
my study of Water-Management 
and recreation on the AuSable Ri- 
ver above Mio, Michigan. 

The purpose of this study is to 
show how the hydrologic charac- 
teristics of the AuSable River in- 
fluence the recreational use of the 
water. The study is financed en- 
tirely by Federal funds of the 
Water Resources Division of the 
U. S. Geological Survey. Some of 
the factors considered are dis- 
charge and velocity of the stream, 
fluctuations in water-level (stage) 
of the stream and fluctuations in 
ground-water levels, temperature 
and chemical quality of the water, 
character of stream bed and banks, 
and character of the watershed 
area. . 

My work in the area during the 
“Rast month was chiefly to obtain 
data on the character of the stream 
bed and banks, and on tempera- 
ture and quality of surface and 
ground-water, and velocity of wa- 
j ter in the main stem and tribu- 
| taries. I am very grateful for the 
help and cooperation of citizens 
lor Grayling in providing me with 
information and advice in conduct- 
ing this study. Additional data will 
tbe obtained periodically through 
the coming year. 

This data will be evaluated and 
interpreted with reference to their 
influence on the recreational use 
of the river. An examination will 
then be made of the effect of water 
and land-management practices on 
the hydrologic characteristics and 
the recreational use of the water.
